The present power plant consists of 
five boiters of 585 horsepower opera- 
ting a Sullivan compressed air engine 
which drives, eighteen rock drills in 
the various shafts, besides large dyna- 
s for eupplying electric light and 
wer for the ventilating fans, elec- 
tric light and oiher purposes.

Permits to Possess 


Will be Easier t 


Amendment 


Officials Will Bo Named in Every 
Community, Including 


Postmasters 


To give plenty of opportunitr for | 
the people of this provinces to freely 
obtain permits for the possession of 
firearms, the provincial legislature in 
committee of the whole, Saturday 
added an amendment to the game 
las, whereby officials in every com- 
munity will be able to issue these per- 


mits. The officials so authorized

tice handed Wm.Rae, chairman of 
ihe public school board, at 9 35 | 
on Saturday night is acted upon, | 
as it no doubt will be. When | 
they will be re-opened cannot be | 
predicted with certainty, but it} 
will be the business of the board | 
to see that they are re-opened at | 
the earliest possible moment, As | 
the trustees only received notice | 
of the intended walkout of the 
teachers on Monday morning at a! 
late hour on Saturday night, it 
was not possible for them, un- 
der any circumstances, to secure 
teachers in time to prevent the 
closing of the schools. Clearly, 
the teachers, speaking through | 
their alliamee, were determined | 
that the schools should be closed, 
otherwise they would not have 
given such short notice, of their 
intention. Clearly also, they did 
not want any further consulta- 
tions with the school board until 
they had made a demonstration in | 
foree by the walkout of their| 
members. <A special meeting of | 
the scheol board can only be) 
called on 48 hours notice. <A 
meeting therefore could not have 
been legally convened between 
the hour at which the notice was 
given and the hour set for the} 
walkout. An emergent meeting 
may be held on. shorter notice, 
provided all members of the 
board are present and all endorse 
the meeting. But Dr. Alexander 
was out of the city and therefore 
an emergent meeting could not be 
legally held. No doubt ‘these 
facts were within the knowledge 
of the members of the alliance, 
and therefore they must take full 
responsibility for the closigg of 
the schools. ¥ 
The closing of the schools, even 
though it may be only temporar- 
ily, is a serious matter. The 
school term begins with Septem- 
ber. The teaching work of the 
term is nearing completion. The 
review work in preparation for 
the examinations is about to be- 
gin. To break into the continuity 
of the school work at ‘this time 
must mean that so far as success 
in the coming examinations is 
concerned, a large part of the re- 
sult of the efforts of the last 
seven months will be lost.

The Teachers’ Alliance, chal 
lenges the Edmonton public 
school board on two poinis: 


“Refusing to allow the High 
School Teachers’ Alliance rep

‘Refusal to enter into 
negotiations with this alliance 
regarding salary schedule.’’ 

As to demand number one: The 
issue was before the electors dur 
ing the school board elections. 
The respective candidates pledg 
ed themselves before the electors 
on the issue. The candidates op-| 
posed to such representation were 
elected by substantial majorities 
The members of the board 
elected would not be dealing 
fairly with the electorate if ‘they 
now agrecd to something that 
they were elected to oppose. On 
this point the alliance strike is 
not against the trustee board but 
against the judgment of a major- 
ity of the electorate. 

As to demand number 
(discussion of imcreased salaries 
The board is elected to be re 
sponsible for the operation of th 
schools and for their cost to the 
electors. Having given their best 
attention to the matter and hay 
ing reached a certain conclusion, | 
there was only one thing to do, 
and that was to stand by it. Ii 
the teachers consider that the re 
muneration which the trustees 
think is the limit of what the tax 
payers of Edmonton should pay
